Agents to treat neurodegenerative diseases. Active agents for treating Alzheimer disease and 
Huntington's disease are drugs useful for treating dementias and/or enhancing racmoiy and learning 
processes. Donog e pi l J Ponep^?^ donepezil hydrochloride, physostigminc, pbysosligmino salicylate, 
tacrine and tacrine hydrochloride are active agents typically used for treatment of Alzheimer's Disease, 
while fluoxetine and carbamazepinc arc used to treat Huntington's Disease. Anti-Parkinsonlsm drugs 
useful herein include amantadine, apomorphinc. bromocriptine, levodopa (particularly a 
Icvodopa/carbidopa combination), pergolidc, ropinirolc, selegiline, trihexyphenidyl, trihexyphenidyl 
hydrochloride, and anticholinergic agents. ALS is generally treated with spasmolytic (anti-spastic) agents 
such as baclofen, diazepam, tizanidicte, and dantrolene.

Anti-epileptic agents. Suitable anli-cpilcplic agents are anti-convulsant (anti-sei7ure) drugs such 
as amstngolumid o ' acetazol a mide, earbamazepinc, clonazepam, elorazepate, ethosuximide, ethotoin, 
felbamaie, gabnpentin, lamotrigine, mephenytoin, mephobarbital, phenytoin, phenobarbital, primidone, 
trimeihadionc, vigabairin and the benzodiazepines.
